Hi Marty: 


Well it may not be exactly "up your alley," many States/Sections have CW 
traffic nets that run anwhere from 20 to 25 wom. It's a great way to get you 
speed up and it requires very little of your time. Regular participation in 
our Michigan CW traffic net has done much to improve my CW abilities. 


I think there's a Tenesee CW Net on 3635 at 8PM Tuesday through Saturday. 
There's also a 40 meter CW Net (Hit and Bounce) which meets at 730 AM (slow) 
and 830 (fast) AM at approximately 7041 kHz. The latter is a wide-coverage 
independent traffic net. 


While not exactly dedicated to QRP, many QRP ops use CW extensively and these 
nets not only offer an excellent opportunity to build proficiency, but they 
can usually "hear" a QRP station (not as likely with the SSB Nets)...good 
practice for an emergency too!

Perhaps someone can shed some light on a tuner problem that I have or let me 
know if this is common with SGC tuners? 


I purchased a SGC SG-237 SmartTuner with the hopes of using it at QRP 
levels. Before I purchased it, I posted a request on a related news group 
requesting user thoughts. I had no negative responses regarding SGC 
autotuners in general although the SG-237 is a new model with few in the 
field it appears. 


The SG-237 is spec'd to operate with as little as 3 W of RF but I was 
skeptical so I contacted SGC themselves I they assured me it would work at 3 
W. 


Since I would be using it in a specific application using 5 W I went ahead 
and purchased the unit. Unfortunately, I am having problems with anything 
less then 10 W. The unit is supposed to remain tuned once a match is found 
and frequency/tune information is stored in non-volatile memory. Fora 
given frequency, the unit should not try to retune unless a mismatch is 
detected. Unfortunately, if I tune at 10 W then reduce my power to 5 W the 
unit tries to retune. The unit will not work in SSB mode because of the 
fluctuating power levels involved. I have built a nice control box for it 
that has a hold switch which I can use to prevent the unit from retuning but 
this should not be necessary. 


I have had a several contacts with SGC regarding the problem but they insist 
the problem is with my VSWR protection circuit in my rig even in light of 
the overwhelming evidence to the contrary. The evidence being: 


1. The tuner will not find a match condition when using my MFJ-9020 which 
has 4 W CW output and no VSWR protection circuit. 


2. When my TS-130V is used to effect a match at 11 W (which it does) and 
then the power is reduced to 5 W the SG-237 begins trying to find a match 
again but can't. The frequency doesn't change during this test. The same 
thing occurs when the tuner finds a match in CW at 11 W but then the mode is 
switched to SSB. 


My next step is to work out a deal with SGC to send the unit in for warranty 
repair but because of their apparent lack of understanding of my problem I 
fear I will receive the unit back in the same condition. 


Any help will be appreciated. 


Please, no lectures as to why I should have purchased a LDG tuner :-) 
Actually, I needed something for a rugged permanent outdoor installation and 
the LDG tuners would require extra enclosure precautions that I didn't want 
to mess with.

I beg to differ here, albeit mildly. I have a pair of these at 
home for my bench, and I have a pair at work. Everyone esle uses Wellers 
there, but I got pissed off with them one afternoon when Tech America had 
one of their sales and I won't part with them. 


My hands are not as steady as they used to be either. I'm old 
enough to recall that when I first got serious about electronics, 
transistors were relatively new and the only logic family was RTL. 
Parts came from Burstein-Applebee and Poly-Paks. 


At work I do nothing but SMT, specifically 1GHz and 2GHz power 
amplifiers from 25W to 120W.

>Several suggestions to overcome turn-on and turn-off time with incandescent 
>bulbs included various implementations using LEDs.

>However, a reply from Patrick Tice, WAOTDA, from HandiHams indicated that 
>persistance of vision might be a problem with any type of light source. 
>Patrick described a method using a speaker and sense the vibration by 
>lightly touching the cone. Patrick indicated that touch is the second best 
>sense to hearing to copy CW.

>Two others who replied to my original post described having worked a 
>station where the operator did just that, copied CW by touching a speaker 
>to sense the vibrations. (Chris Cartwright and Ed Hare)

>I dug out my old but still working SWTP function generator and found a 2 
>in. speaker. Patricks method included using a plastic insert over the 
>speaker to protect the cone from damage. This didn't work with my little 
>speaker as the cone mass wasn't enough to drive the plastic cover. So I 
>sprayed the cone with clear Krylon. This didn't affect the speaker for 
>this use and made the cone water proof. 

> 

>I tried various signal wave shapes but a harmonic-rich square wave proved 
>to be the best (555 timer). Also, by finding the free-air resonance of the 
>cone, the vibration was stronger at that frequency -- about 550 Hz in my 
>setup. (Similar idea to using a loaded speaker system to peak the cone 
>resonance for listening to a CW signal.) 

> 

>The vibration was most intense at the edge of the cone at the first bend of 
>the flexible skiving area and away from the frame. The vibration was 
>distinct and the difference between dits and dahs was also distinct. The 
>proof will be in the testing. I hope to do that soon. Thanks again for 
>all the suggestions and comments. (I may also try using different color 
>LEDs as a supplement to the vibration.)

>With my FT-100 it's a whole different story!

>my TX frequency.

>spot for the TX and then retune, using the RIT, back to the

"Seizure" may occur on power-up. Seizure may also occur when software 
ports a computer to radio PTT function (or CW function) but the computer 
is used for purpose other than a radio MODEM. 


RE... several . . . comments about computer to radio PTT circuits. 


First . : 

CAUTION, be VERY CAREFUL if you connect the computer "PTT" line to the 
radio since the computer output pin may be RS-232 levels (PLUS xandx« 
MINUS 12 volts). Since most radios want to see ONLY a "closure" to 
ground x*notx RS-232 voltage levels a transistor interface is required 
to prevent damage to the radio and or computer. 


Almost any NPN switching transistor will work since no power supply is 
required for a simple "open collector" interface circuit. 


There is such a circuit at...

Then go to "RTTY with a Sierra". 

and then to Figure 2, the PTT schematic. 

No power supply is needed or 

required for this type of interface circuit. 

Note: TEXT in that figure now reads " To Sierra J2 CW Key " 
change that text to read " TO RADIO PTT ". 


Second 
RE the questions about "seizure" 


That is when the radio and or computer "power up" combination keeps the 
radio in the transmit mode. 


Most computer COMM ports "power up" in an undefined state and remain that 
way until "application" software initialization. 


"Seizure" can be eliminated with a dry contact SPST switch. 
Depending on you specific circuit, 
that switch can be placed at different locations. 


For example, in figure 2 above a "short" from base to emitter will UN-KEY 
the transmitter regardless of the voltage "state" from the computer COMM 
port. 


An "open" between the collector and radio will do the same thing. 
Hope this helps.
